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The  coin  market/hobby  remains  very  active  with  ‘select’  coins  selling  like  hot  cakes. 
What  are  select  coins?  Any  coin  of  exceptional  quality  with  great  eye  appeal,  collector 
coins  that  are  problem  free  (better  dates/better  grades)  and  of  course  key  date  coins.  I 
believe  the  Baltimore  show  is  the  largest  in  the  northeast  and  I  spent  an  entire  day  from 
10am  till  7  pm.  trying  to  find  a  ‘nice’  1928  peace  dollar  to  no  avail.  I  looked  at 
many/many  coins  certified  by  each  of  the  many  grading  services  in  ms-64  /  ms-65,  yet 
could  not  find  a  choice  one.  This  is  the  problem  that  dealers  and  collectors  alike  are 
having,  it’s  easy  to  sell  a  nice  coin,  difficult  to  locate  one.  I  did  eventually  buy  a  nice 
Cincinnati  Commemorative  half-dollar  graded  NGC  65,  it  possessed  exceptional  eye 
appeal  and  the  bid  for  the  next  grade  to  ms-66  triples  in  price.  I  hate  to  drive  all  the  way 
to  Baltimore  and  leave  empty  handed  so  I  left  somewhat  pleased  with  at  least  one 
purchase.  Unfortunately  or  fortunately  for  me  the  coin  was  sold  to  a  dealer  within  10 
minutes  of  my  setting  up  at  the  very  next  show.  What  I’m  saying  is  that  it  took  me  9 
hours  to  find  a  nice  coin  to  buy  and  10  minutes  to  sell  it.  This  is  reflective  of  the  current 
state  of  the  coin  market/hobby.  At  least  I  enjoyed  the  coin  for  a  week  and  made  a  small 
profit  to  cover  my  expenses  for  the  trip. 

Actually,  the  motive  for  my  trip  to  Baltimore  was  not  coin  business,  I  went  to  assist  in 
promoting  our  convention  to  the  national  level  dealers.  It  remains  a  hard  sell,  many 
dealers  remain  gun  shy  of  New  Jersey  and  remain  hesitant  to  return  to  our  state  for  tax 
reasons.  Their  arc  certain,  rather  vocal,  dealers  who  remain  adamant  that  they  will  never 
return  to  the  garden  state.  I’m  sure  they  have  a  reason  to  feel  insecure  and  it  doesn’t  take 
a  rocket  scientist  to  figure  out  what  they  are  all  about.  We  attempt  to  attract  the  honest 
dealers  and  build  a  relationship  with  them  so  they  will  return  year  after  year.  Last  year, 
our  dealer  survey  was  very  positive  and  I’m  happy  to  report  many  of  these  select  dealers 
are  returning.  It  seems  every  week  there  is  a  coin  show  somewhere  within  a  reasonable 
driving  distance  and  they  all  do  very  well.  While  the  commercial  shows  continue  to 
flourish,  we  continue  to  struggle  because  we  place  the  needs  of  our  membership  above 
profitability  and  table  sales.  So  be  it. . .

Ed  note:  Each  edition  of  the  GSNA  journal  features  a  member 
dealer,  who  has  earned  a  reputation  for  their  knowledge  and 
particularly  for  their  honesty  and  integrity.  The  featured  dealer 
this  month  is  Tom  Stepanski  Jr.,  who  certainly  meets  both  of 
the  criteria  indicated  above.  Tom  always  treats  his  customers 
with  respect  and  deals  fairly  with  all  who  encounter  him.  1 
recommend  you  look  for  Tom  at  the  GSNA  convention  as  well 
as  at  other  numismatic  venues  (you  may  also  find  him  at  a 
New  Jersey  Devils  game,  but  that  is  for  another  article. 

My  name  is  Thomas  Stepanski.  Jr.  and  I  am  36  years  old,  married 
and  have  two  children,  ages  8  and  10.  I  am  a  professional 
numismatist  and  current  owner  of  Dart  Stamp  &  Coin  Shop  in 
Middletown,  New  York.  I  started  collecting  when  I  was  6  years 
old  with  coins  found  in  circulation.  I  quickly  became  immersed 
in  the  hobby  and  started  attending  coin  shows  with  my  father 
Tom  Sr.  Soon  I  became  a  “regular”  at  the  shop  I  now  own.  It  is 
one  of  the  oldest  full  service  stamp  and  coin  stores  in  New  York. 

I  attended  Syracuse  University  and  graduated  in  1987  with  degrees 
in  Political  Science  and  International  Relations.  At  that  time,  the 
business  was  for  sale,  and  I  bought  it  less  than  two  months  after 
graduating.  I  started  slow  and  worked  my  way  up  to  where  I  now 
attend  42  shows  a  year.  Owning  a  store  means  that  you  have  to  do 
a  little  bit  of  everything,  but  I  consider  my  specialties  to  be  early 
type  coins,  key  date  coins  and  gold  coins  as  original  as  possible. 

I  have  been  associated  with  numerous  collecting  organizations  and 
I  am  a  life  member  of  ANA.  PCGS,  NGC,  FUN  and  the  Sussex 
County,  NJ  Coin  Club.  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  GSNA  for 
over  12  years  now,  and  consider  it  to  be  one  of  the  best  regional 
coin  clubs  in  the  country.  The  people  involved  with  the  GSNA 
are  great.  I  consider  this  to  be  the  main  reason  I  am  still  involved 
with  the  organization  today.

PURPOSE  OF  THE  "RIDDLERS"  (WHICH  ARE  THREE-TIER  SCREENS),  ARE 
TO  REMOVE  IMPERFECT  COINS.  HOLES  IN  THE  FIRST  TIER  ARE 
SLIGHTLY  BIGGER  THAN  THE  INTENDED  COINS.  COINS  THAT  ARE  THE 
PROPER  SIZE,  OR  SMALLER,  DROP  ONTO  THE  SECOND  LEVEL,  AND  THE 
COINS  THAT  ARE  LARGER  OR  MISSHAPEN,  REMAIN  ON  THE  FIRST  TIER 
WHERE  THEY  ARE  TAKEN  AND  DUMPED  INTO  A  SCRAP  BIN.  THE  SECOND 
LEVEL  HAS  HOLES  THAT  ARE  SLIGHTLY  SMALLER  THAN  THE  INTENDED 
COINS  AND  ANYTHING  THAT  IS  SMALLER  THAN  THE  INTENDED  COIN 
IS  DROPPED  TO  THE  THIRD  TIER  AND  TAKEN  TO  A  SCRAP  BIN.  THE 
COINS  THAT  REMAIN  ON  THE  SECOND  LEVEL  SCREEN  ARE  PRESUMED 
TO  BE  THE  CORRECT  SIZE  AND  ARE  SENT  TO  THE  COUNTING  ROOM. 
DEPENDING  UPON  THE  MINTING  FACILITY,  RIDDLERS  CAN  BE  USED 
ONLY  ONCE  OR  SEVERAL  TIMES  DURING  THE  MINTING  PROCESS. 

I  BELIEVE  THAT  THE  "PHILADELPHIA  MINT"  USES  A  "RIDDLER 
MACHINE"  AFTER  THE  "UPSETTING  MILL”  AND  JUST  BEFORE  THE 
COINS  ARE  COUNTED  AND  BAGGED,  AND  THE  "DENVER  MINT"  USES 
A  "RIDDLER  MACHINE"  JUST  BEFORE  THE  COINS  ARE  COUNTED  AND 
BAGGED.  IT  IS  INTERESTING  TO  NOTE  THAT  THE  "PHILADELPHIA 
MINT",  WHICH  USES  AT  LEAST  TWO  "RIDDLERS",  PRODUCES  MORE 
ERRORS  THAN  THE  "DENVER  MINT”,  WHICH  CURRENTLY  USES  ONE 
"RIDDLER  MACHINE". 

HOWEVER,  ONE  MUST  CONSIDER  THE  AMOUNT  OF  COINS  THAT  ARE  PRO¬ 
DUCED  BY  BOTH  MINTING  FACILITIES.  WHEN  YOU  REALIZE  THAT  ONLY 
APPROXIMATELY  ONE  PERCENT  OF  THE  BILLIONS  OF  COINS  THAT  ARE 
PRODUCED  BY  BOTH  MINTS  EACH  YEAR  ARE  ERRORS,  THE  PHILADELPHIA 
AND  DENVER  MINTS  HAVE  IMPRESSIVE  AND  OUTSTANDING  RECORDS  IN 
PRODUCTION  AND  SUPERIOR  QUALITY  STANDARDS. 
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COUNTING  AND  BAGGING: 


AFTER  THE  COINS  GO  THROUGH  THE  RIDDLING  PROCESS,  THEY  ARE 
SENT  TO  THE  "COUNTING  &  BAGGING  ROOM"  FOR  THE  FINAL  MINTING 
PROCEDURE.  THE  NEWLY  MINTED  COINS  SOMETIMES  PASSES  THROUGH 
TWO  COUNTING  MACHINES;  THIS  WAY  THEY  ARE  DOUBLE  COUNTED  AND 
CHECKED  AGAIN  FOR  PROPER  SIZE  AND  SHAPE.  THE  COUNTERS  ARE 
PRESET  TO  STOP  AT  EXACTLY  THE  CORRECT  COUNT  FOR  THE  COINS 
CURRENTLY  BEING  BAGGED.  FOR  THOSE  WHO  ARE  INTERESTED  IN 
KNOWING  HOW  MANY  COINS  ARE  IN  EACH  MINT  BAG,  THE  COUNT  IS 
5,000  COINS  FOR  CENTS,  2,000  FOR  NICKELS,  10,000  FOR  DIMES, 
4,000  FOR  QUARTERS,  AND  2,000  FOR  HALF  DOLLARS.  AFTER  THE 
COINS  PASS  THROUGH  THE  SECOND  COUNTER,  THEY  FALL  INTO 
CANVAS  BAGS  WHICH  ARE  SEWN  SHUT  WITH  HAND  HELD  ELECTRIC 
SEWING  MACHINES. 

THE  BAGS  OF  COINS  ARE  THEN  STACKED  ONTO  HEAVY-DUTY  PALLETS 
'AND  TAKEN  BY  FORKLIFT  TO  VAULTS  WHERE  THEY  ARE  INVENTORIED 
AND  STORED  UNTIL  THEY  ARE  NEEDED  BY  THE  "FEDERAL  RESERVE 
BANKS” . 

ACCORDING  TO  ITS  PRODUCTION  SCHEDULE,  THE  MINT  ESTIMATES 
THAT  IT  TAKES  APPROXIMATELY  3^  HOURS  FROM  BLANKING  TO 
BAGGING  FOR  A  COIN  TO  BE  PRODUCED. 

THIS  CONCLUDES  MY  ARTICLE  ON  "THE  MODERN  MINTING  PROCESS-

Jim  Majoros,  who  was  voted  in  last  year  as  GSNA  1st  VP  from  the  position  of 
Corresponding  Secretary  which  he  held  since  1994,  has  been  appointed  by  ANA 
President  John  Wilson  as  the  National  Young  Numismatist  (YN)  Coordinator  for  the 
ANA.
